Viet  Nam,  Draft  Survey  . . . 

Men  Prefer  War, 
Women  Marriage 


BYU  men  prefer  war  to  marriage ; at  least,  that’s  what 
the  figures  seem  to  say.  In  a recent  survey,  only  45  per 
cent  of  BYU  men  believe  marriage  is  a valid  draft  exemp- 
tion, while  over  75  percent  of  our  co-eds  felt  married  men 
should  be  exempt. 

Other  highlights  of  the  suiwey  were : 

Students  overwhelmingly  agree  that  a man  should  not 
be  forced  to  go  to  war  if  he  considers  it  morally  wrong;' 
better  than  75  percent  of  BYU  students  believe  in  compul- 
sory military’ service ; and  84  percent  of  our  males  are  will- 
ing to  fight  in  Viet  Nam,  while  about  tw'o-thirds  of  the 
co-eds  would  be  willing  to  serve  there  in  offices,  hospitals, 
etc. 

The  survey  was  taken  by  the  Issues  and  Controversy 
Committee  in  preparation  for  its  open  discussion  on  Military 
Obligation  which  will  be  held  Wednesday  at  4:10  p.m.  in 
Ballrooms  5 and  6 of  the  Wilkinson  Center. 

Approximately  one  hundred  students  (equal  numbers 
of  males  and  females)  were  interviewed  and  asked  to  ans- 
wer the  straight  yes-and-no  questions.  The  actual  ques- 
tions and  results  w^ere:  (2,  3,  and  4 asked  “at  present 
time”) : 


(AGP)— A University  of  Iowa 
graduate  student  had  parking  pro- 
blems. He  drives  a motorcycle. 

“It’s  not  a bike  so  it  can’t  be 
parked  in  bike  racks,”  he  said. 
“It  could  park  with  cars,  but  I 
can’t  get  a sticker.” 

Finally,  he  figured  out  a way. 
“I  drove  it  in  the  back  ramp  of 
the  chemistry  building— I work 
there— and  took  it  up  the  elevator. 
Then  walked  it  to  my  lab  . . . 
Here  I parked  it  next  to  my  lab 
bench.  It’s  tiny,  and  doesn’t  hurt 
anyone  . . . “But  by  3:05— that’s 
what  it  says  on  my  ticket— I got 
hit.” 

The  offense?  There  were  four: 
“No  sticker,  no  parking  zone, 
parked  against  traffic,  and  not 
within  the  lines.”

BYU  Research  Prograi 
Involves  Over  3,000

One  of  the  more  important  as- 
pects of  academic  training  in  any 
university  is  its  research  depart- 
ment, and  BYU  is  expanding  its 
own  research  program  as  much 
as  possible. 

IN  FACT,  research  here  has 
grown  to  involve  more  than  3,000 
people  in  all  60  departments  of 
the  university. 

According  to  Dr.  H.  Tracy  Hall, 
director  of  research  at  BYU,  re- 
search is  aimed  primarily  at  the 
graduate  students,  who  are  re- 
quired to  do  research  in  their 
particular  field  in  order  to  obtain 
their  degree. 

"RESEARCH  is  part  of  the  edu- 
cation of  the  student,  and  is  not 
independent  of  the  teaching  pro- 
gram here,”  Dr.  Hall  emphasiz- 
ed. 

Dr.  Hall  went  on  to  say  that  a 
student  wishing  to  engage  in  re- 
search must  first  contact  a pro- 
fessor who  is  working  on  a pro- 
ject which  coincides  with  the  type 
of  research  he  wishes  to  ente*' 

THE  MONEY  used  to  finance 
these  research  projects  comes 
from  two  sources.  Dr.  Hall  con- 
tinued. BYU  furnishes  the  bulk 
of  the  funds  to  its  own  students 
and  professors,  and  outside  sou- 
rces such  as  government  grants 
or  private  funds  may  alsa  be 
used  to  finance  the  projects. 

The  BYU  funds  are  distributed 
equally  among  the  different  de- 
partments at  the  university,  he 
went  on.  However,  most  of  the 
research  financed  by  outside  sou- 
rces is  concentrated  in  physical 
and  engineering  science  and  the 
life  sciences. 

SOON  THIS  picture  may 
change,  Dr.  Hall  said,  as  a na- 
tional humanities  foundation  be- 
gins to  provide  money  for  re- 
search in  fields  other  than  the 
physical  science. 

At  the  present  time,  the  larg- 
est research  project  on  the  BYU 
campus  involves  the  study  of 
materials  under  high  pressure 
and  temperature. 

THIS  IS  A field  of  study  that 
was  pioneered  at  the  Y and  has 
become  extremely  important.  Dr. 
Hall  said. 

This  is  the  same  type  of  re- 
search that  led  Dr.  Hall  to  manu- 
facture the  first  synthetic  dia- 
mond while  he  was  employed  by 
the  General  Electric  Corporation. 

BYU  HAS  become  world  fam- 
ous in  this  field,  he  added.

Mine  Tragedy  Claims  Seven  Lives 


SARDIS,  W.  Va.,  (AP)— A mes- 
sage scrawled  in  desperation  . . . 
“Couldn’t  Get  Across”  . . . graphi- 
cally told  of  the  last  moments  of 
seven  men  who  died  in  dense,  chok- 
ing smoke  more  than  two  miles 
underground  in  a northern  West 
Virginia  coal  mine. 

THE  MESSAGE  discovered  Mon- 
day also  wrote  the  end  to  heroic 
rescue  efforts  of  more  than  100 
men  who  had  toiled  since  late  Sat- 
urday night  to  save  the  stricken 
miners. 

The  tragedy  in  the  Mars  Mine 
of  ClincfieW  Coal  Co.  here  left  be- 


hind seven  widows  and  28  father- 
less children.  One  of  the  victims, 
Carl  Banish,  was  father  of  ten 
children.
